Monday is Pi Day— a day to celebrate a number 
with desserts, numerical recitations and hot- 
dog throwing. 

Pi, the number that expresses the ratio of a 
circle’s circumference over its diameter, was 
first calculated in ancient times and sometimes 
is called Archimedes’ Constant, for an ancient 
Greek mathematician who calculated an ap- 
proximate value for the number. It’s a number 
with no endpoint, although its digits start with 
3.14159. Thus, March 14, or 3/14, for Pi Day 

The first Pi Day was celebrated in 1989 at the 
San Francisco Exploratorium, whose staff cel- 
ebrates most years by walking in a circle around 
a “Pi shrine” a little more than three times. 

And these days, the celebration has spread 


around the world, and math teachers, students 
and other self-proclaimed math fans amused or 
intrigued by Pi celebrate the number. 

At Morgan Park Academy a pre-kindergarten 
through i2th-grade school on the Southwest 
Side, every one of the six math teachers, along 
with teachers in the lower grades, will focus on 
Pi in class, said math team leader James Kowal- 
sky Kowalsky in the past has had students cut 
cardboard circles multiple times to fit them into 
squares, which allows students to calculate the 
area of the circles without using Pi. 

In an after-school Pi event at Payton College 
Prep, students will throw hot dogs on a floor 
marked with evenly spaced parallel lines. Why? 
Because the proportion of hot dogs that cross 
the lines when they fall works out to be approxi- 


mately 1 over Pi, said Payton mathematics chair- 
man Paul J. Karafiol. 

One highlight of many Pi Day events is a com- 
petitive recitation of the numerous digits of Pi, 
which modern computers have calculated to a tril- 
lion decimal places. At Morgan Park Academy the 
record is 312 digits. The DuPage Science Fiction 
Society has had someone recite more than 100 
digits, and a Payton student who’s now at Tile Uni- 
versity remembered a mind-blowing 500 digits. 

But those unacquainted with Pi might be 
more drawn to what’s usually a big feature of the 
number’s celebration: pie. 

The DuPage group was holding its Pi Day at 
a Bakers Square pie house Sunday Morgan Park 
Academy students bring in pies to share at lunch- 
time. And at Payton, with each digit of Pi that a 
student’s able to recite beyond the first few, their 
piece of pie gets a little bigger— by one degree, 
measured with a protractor, Karafiol said.

You don’t want a 
paycheck, do you? 

I find it strange that people of my particular left-of-center political 
persuasion see nothing strange about supporting public unions in 
the battles of Wisconsin, Indiana and Ohio, while frequenting The 
Huffington Post. 

HuffPo made major news recently when founder Arianna Huff- 
ington sold her baby for $315 million, and it made almost no news 
when contributing writers from the websites ArtScene and Visual Art 
Source declared they were going on strike because the vast majority of 
the site’s contributors go uncompensated. 

“The idea of going on strike when no one really notices,” Huffing- 
ton said at PaidContent’s 2011 Conference, according to thewrap. 
com. “Go ahead, go on strike.” 

As much as I sympathize with HuffPo’s Fox News-bashing content, 
I have to point out that Huffington has pretty much stapled her pic- 
ture beside the dictionary definition of the word “hypocrisy” 

As a guest on everything from Bill Maher’s show to NPR’s “Intelli- 
gence Squared,” she makes this fabulous critique of American capital- 
ism while cultivating a substantial fortune by using the exact same 
techniques as McDonald’s, Wal-Mart or any neighborhood kingpin 
drug dealer: She exploits a vast pool of cheap— or in her case, utterly 
free— labor. The acquisition of HuffPo also is the catalyst for the re- 
cent layoffs of 900 employees at AOL, The Associated Press reports. 

But Huffington is exactly right when she says that there are plenty 
of writers willing to take the place of those who quit or try to strike. 
For writers— those established and especially those fresh out of col- 
lege, starry-eyed and ready to take on the world— our human capital 
has never been lower. 

Huffington has made a name for herself decrying the hollowing out 
of the middle class in her book “Third Wrrld America,” yet the writers 
she finds so completely replaceable are the same working and middle 
class for which she espouses so much sympathy Take it from me: There 
is no money in writing anymore. I’m probably in the top 10 percent of 
places young writers would like to be— published book, a column in Re- 
dEye— and let’s just say I’m a frequenter of the Ramen noodles aisle at 
the grocery Yet I know there are hordes of writers out there who would 
kick my kidneys in for the chance to have their name and picture next 
to a column in one of the most widely circulated Chicago newspapers. 

So when she says, in effect, “Go ahead and strike, there are people 
to replace you,” she’s totally right. She has designed the perfect capi- 
talist business structure because there is no bloggers’ union. There is 
no organization that tells young writers that exposure on a mass scale 
will not allow them to quit a job at Potbelly Sandwich Shop. 

And as the jobs young people take on become more untethered and 
diffose— web design, advertising, graphic design— the less power they 
will have to organize and negotiate the terms of their compensation. 

We have entered the age of permanent, benefits-free freelancing, 
and savvy entrepreneurs such as Huffington see how they can use this 
new model to enrich themselves. 
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NUCLEAR MELTDOWN 
FEARED AS JAPAN 
AIDS QUAKE VICTIMS

SENDAI, Japan Japanese authorities say thou- 
sands may have died in the massive earth- 
quake and tsunami that left many survivors 
stranded or shivering in makeshift evacuation 
centers that were running low on supplies 
Monday 

In Miyagi, one the three hardest-hit pre- 
fectures, at least 10,000 were killed, police 
spokesman Go Sugawara told The Associated 
Press late Sunday Only 400 people had been 
confirmed dead in Miyagi, which has a popu- 
lation of 2.3 million. 

Elsewhere, about 1,800 people were con- 
firmed dead Sunday— including 200 bodies 
found along the coast, according to the AP 
About 1,900 were injured and more than 
1,400 were missing late Sunday 

More than 500,000 people have been 
forced to flee from quake- and tsunami-af- 
fected regions, Kyodo News reported. 

TV reports showed hundreds of thousands 
of hungry survivors huddled in darkened 
emergency centers, cut off from rescuers, 
aid and electricity At least 1.4 million house- 
holds had gone without water since the quake 
struck and some 1.9 million households were 
without electricity Kyodo reported. 

“We have no choice but to deal with the 
situation on the premise that {the death toll] 
will undoubtedly be numbered in the ten 
thousands,” Naoto Takeuchi, head of the Mi- 
yagi prefectural police, told a Kyodo reporter 
during a local disaster task force meeting. 


There were some dramatic rescues of tsu- 
nami survivors Sunday, including a 60 -year- 
old man who had been waiting for help since 
he was swept out to sea Friday 

Hiromitsu Shinkawa was spotted by res- 
cuers at 12:40 p.m. local time nine miles off 
shore by the crew of a Japanese Maritime 
Self-Defense Force destroyer, according to Jiji 
Press. 


Shinkawa, from the devastated city of Min- 
amisoma, was conscious and in “good condi- 
tion” after the rescue, Japanese officials said. 

“I ran away after learning that the tsunami 
was coming,” Shinkawa told rescuers, accord- 
ing to Jiji Press. “But I turned back to pick up 
something at home, when I was washed away 
I was rescued while I was hanging to the roof 
from my house.” 


Japanese Prime Minister Naoto Kan told 
reporters Sunday that his country was facing 
its most difficult challenge since World War 
II and called on his people to unite in the face 
of a devastating earthquake and tsunami and 
potential nuclear crisis. 

“This is the toughest crisis in Japan’s 
65 years of postwar history” Kan said during 
a televised news conference. “I’m convinced

Co., noting that radioactive releases from the Fu- 
kushima Daiichi complex had been detected at 
Onagawa, but that they were within safe levels. 

Workers at Fukushima used seawater Sunday in 
a desperate attempt to cool down three damaged 
nuclear reactors. One of the reactors lost its outer 
shell in a hydrogen blast Saturday and another was 
under threat of doing the same, said the country’s 
chief Cabinet secretary, Yukio Edano.

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Revamping North Lake Shore Drive would be a big project— with big headaches

It’s a major commuter route that also is a scenic 
lakefront drive passing beautiful beaches, world- 
famous parks and delicate natural habitats. 

Few Chicago roadways are as vital to the city 
from historical, aesthetic, environmental and, 
yes, transportation perspectives as Lake Shore 
Drive. 

All that adds up to make the future recon- 
struction of North Lake Shore Drive, and still- 
evolving concepts to expand and improve the 
surrounding public spaces, both important and 
extremely challenging to get right. 

North Lake Shore Drive, which was resur- 
faced last year only between Irving Park Road 
and Belmont Avenue, desperately needs a full- 
scale overhaul, starting with replacing pavement 


that has deteriorated down to the base, officials 
said. But the problems run deeper, they said. 

Outmoded traffic designs such as the sharp S- 
curve at Oak Street are a contributing cause of 
accidents, officials said. 

Engineering improvements also are needed 
at chronically congested exits such as Belmont 
and Hollywood Avenue, where the Drive ends 
and traffic often backs up, and at numerous 
exit ramps where motorists and bicyclists cross 
paths, officials said. 

Those are just some of the issues that the Chi- 
cago Department of Transportation, the Chica- 
go Park District and other government as well as 
private agencies have identified. CDOT officials 
are interviewing prospective consultants for a 
North Lake Shore Drive reconstruction project

running more than seven miles from Hollywood 
to about Grand Avenue in the downtown area. 

In addition to better lighting and replacing 
overgrown vegetation, the experts also plan to 
study ideas that surely will be controversial, such 
as consolidating some North Lake Shore Drive 
entrances and exits, possibly including those at 
Lawrence, Wilson and Montrose avenues. 

Expanding green space and creating safer, 
easier and more eye-pleasing access points to 
the lakeshore for pedestrians, cyclists and other 
recreational users will be a major focus too, the 
officials said.

NEW YORK Police are investigating a bus driver’s 
hit-and-run claim after a horrific crash that 
killed 14 passengers and injured 18 others, officials 
said Sunday 

State police said the driver, Ophadel E. Williams, 
41, of Brooklyn, told authorities he was clipped by a 
tractor trailer before his bus swerved on Interstate 95 
in New York City and toppled onto a support pole for 
a highway sign. 

The pole sliced the bus in half along the windows, 
peeling off the vehicle’s rooftop. 

The bus was transporting passengers from the 
Mohegan Sun Casino in Connecticut to New York’s 
Chinatown. None of the 32 people on board escaped 
death or injury in the crash, which occurred about 
5:30 a.m. EST Saturday 

The speed limit posted in that area is 55 mph and 
State Police Maj. Michael Kopy said: “We have a 
number of reports saying the driver was operating 
southbound at a high speed.” 

There has been no confirmation that the bus was 
hit by another vehicle that drove off, Kopy said, but 
he added that the investigation is proceeding. 

“It appears the operator lost control of the vehicle 
for what is at yet an undetermined reason,” Kopy said. 
“Right now we’re conducting, at this point, a criminal 
investigation.”

State police have questioned Williams and a truck 
driver believed to be near the bus when the crash hap- 
pened, he said. 

Kopy said police have seized both drivers’ vehicles 
and will analyze them to see if contact was in fact 
made. 

The National Transportation Safety Board also is 
investigating the crash. 

Surveillance video from inside the bus also is in po- 
lice possession and will be reviewed during the inves- 
tigation, Kopy said.

After the Lakeshore Theater shut its doors, the 
Lakeview East Chamber of Commerce worked with 
the building’s landlord to keep the space as an entertainment ven- 
ue, instead of being converted into offices for a dental spa. “We 
didn’t want to lose that cultural institution,” Martino said. “It’s been 
really profitable for some of our businesses, everywhere from 
restaurants to parking lots and retail shopping. It’s all affected by 
the people the theater brought in.” After the chamber reached out 
to several comedy and movie venues, the landlord worked with 
a broker, and Laugh Factory signed the paperwork to take over 
the lease about a month ago, Martino said. Emily Meador, vice 
president of business development at Laugh Factory, declined 
comment. 


Did you hear the one 
about the city’s changing 
comedy club scene?

Turn that frown upside down— a few new comedy club 
projects are in the works that could collectively change 
the improv and sketch scenes in Chicago, as well as revive 
a somewhat deserted stand-up scene. Here’s a look at what 
to expect from iO, The Second City and the Laugh 
Factory, each with plans to move, expand or build in the 
next year or two. 


The Second City 

After the interactive, off-Broadway show “Tony 
n’ Tina’s Wedding” closed in late 2009 and va- 
cated Piper’s Alley, executives at The Second City began the 
moving-in process to create a new comedy cabaret club 
space that would house stand-up sets from national headlin- 
ing comedians, new sketch and improv revues, and more of 
the same programming that the theater company has run out 
of space to house in its four theaters. Second City President 
Diana Martinez said there are also plans for children’s shows on 
weekend afternoons. “There’s not that many comedy clubs in 
downtown Chicago; there’s an underserved market,” Martinez 
said. “We know people like comedy and like to laugh. Chicago 
is kind of the heart of that.”

A tables-and-chairs-style cabaret with a retro, 
gaslight feel. A full-service bar will serve guests 
at candlelit tables, surrounded by lots of reds and burgundies. 
Also, check out “booth No. 1,” the preferred seat of celebrities 
such as Humphrey Bogart and Frank Sinatra, purchased from 
the now-defunct Pump Room at the Ambassador East Hotel. 
“It’ll have a neat sense of arrival when you come,” Martinez 
said. “I think you’ll see the theater will feel less like a banquet 
hall and more like a sexy cabaret space.”

“The training center has grown, and we thought 
with everybody needing more space, it’s perfect,” 
Martinez said. “That space was available, and we started look- 
ing at opportunities. ‘We should really do this,’ we thought.” 



The iconic Wrigleyville improv theater is 
planning to vacate the neighborhood in 
search of a larger space to accommodate its growing 
demand for classes, training and, of course, some of the 
best improvisational shows in town. Charna Halpern, 
owner and director of iO, said a new space will enable 
her to expand staff, offer more programming-both 
more of the same classic shows such as “The Harold” 
and “The Armando Diaz Experience” and more experi- 
mental improv and sketch revues-and hold bigger 
classes. On her checklist of must-haves for the perfect 
venue: “A good neighborhood, plenty of parking, near 
an ‘L’ and big enough for a separate bar,” she said.

Halpern said although she hasn’t selected 
the new space yet, she has her sights set 
on two or three places not too far from the theater’s 
current location at 3541 N. Clark St. Aldermen Scott 
Waguespack (32nd), Gene Schulter (47th) and Vi Daley 
(43rd) have each talked with Halpern about moving in. 
But as of now, Halpern has narrowed her search from 
Irving Park Road to North Avenue, and from Ashland 
Avenue to Broadway.

“Right now we’re busting at the seams. We 
turn people away at the door at night, and I 
cry [laughs],” Halpern said. Though the theater’s lease 
doesn’t expire until 2022, the construction of a new 
development at Addison and Clark streets will force 
the theater and other businesses out. “I don’t want to 
leave Wrigleyville, but I will,” she said. “As much as I’m 
mad, there’s at least three times a week where I’m like, ‘I 
can’t wait to get out of this [bleeping] building.’ We’d like 
walk-ins, and we can’t take them. We don’t have enough 
classroom space. My training center is in a closet, 
literally.”

Reality TV weighs in on big problem

With CBS having washed its hands of “Two and a Half 
Men” star Charlie Sheen, the network has moved on 
to Plan B. 

The episodes that were supposed to be getting 
made now will be replaced with extra episodes of oth- 
er shows, including TV’s top-rated new sitcom, “Mike 
& Molly,” about an overweight couple in love. 

Kind of perverse when you think about it: One show 
is penalized because Charlie Sheen desperately needs 
help with his problem. The other show is rewarded 
because both its stars aren’t dealing with theirs. 

This turn of events does neatly underscore a harsh 
truth about obesity in America. 

Unlike Sheen, the vast majority of us do just fine 
without cocaine. (Only 1.5 percent of young adults 
reported using the drug in 2009, the lowest level in 
years.) But we all depend on food, and this, it seems, 
has muddled our view toward those who depend on 
it too much. 

These days, that’s most of us. More than half the 
country is overweight, and some 72 million Americans 
meet the definition of obesity What’s worse, the obe- 
sity rate keeps inching upward despite years of doc- 
tors’ warnings and the media’s growing attention to 
the problem. 

There are, in fact, more TV shows about obesity 
than ever. Most are reality shows centered on weight 
loss. Four out of five doctors would approve, we’re 
sure. Given the copycat nature of reality TV, it’s not 
surprising that all these shows, to some degree, imi- 
tate the granddaddy and gold standard of weight-loss 
shows, NBC’s “The Biggest Loser.” 



All borrow a basic set of assumptions from “The 
Biggest Loser”: Obesity is largely a product of inertia, 
of spending too much time sitting around eating ter- 
rible food. The cure, therefore, is activity— a lot of it, 
with occasional breaks to make healthy meals and vis- 
its to the confession-cam. 

The knockoffs salt in a few elements from other re- 
ality shows. The CW’s “Shedding for the Wedding,” 
for instance, pits couples as teams against each other, 
‘Amazing Race”-style, as they compete to win aspects 


of their dream ceremony. MTV’s “I Used to Be Fat” 
is done verite-style, like “Teen Mom” and “True Life.” 
A&E’s “Heavy” is “Hoarders” for the morbidly obese. 

The fiercely committed trainer is a trope in all these 
shows. “Shedding,” the most slavish of the “Biggest 
Loser” imitators, has two trainers obviously chosen for 
their ability to get on the contestants’ nerves. One of 
them, a Brit named Nicky sees one bride-to-be enjoy- 
ing her workout and snarls, ‘Til wipe that smile off.” 

“Heavy” is the show that comes the closest to equat- 
ing food with any other substance that people abuse. 
The title speaks to its tone. And yet, it too is strangely 
unsatisfying, for the same reasons “Hoarders” is. The 
camera spends way too much time establishing that 
something is wrong here, without really dwelling on 
what. 

“Heavy” is mostly about people using exercise 
equipment in much the same way that guests of the 
Spanish Inquisition once used the rack. 

You’d never know from these shows that the role of 
intensive exercise in weight loss is actually controver- 
sial. Studies in peer-reviewed journals question wheth- 
er a lifestyle full of little motions might not do a better 
job at curbing obesity Tes, taking the stairs might be 
better than a StairMaster. That way the metabolism 
doesn’t get all fired up and demand a caloric reward. 

Speaking of calories, menus definitely take a back 
seat to workouts in the editing of these shows. Per- 
haps that’s because food remains such a personal 
choice, influenced by family, culture and— dare we say 
it?— one’s private demons. 

On this matter, the weight-loss shows fall largely 
silent.

Ghost stories 

Want to know something really scary? Horror ideas inspired by real life 


What did James Wan, the co-creator of “Saw” and director 
of the upcoming supernatural film “Insidious,” do when he 
woke up in his New York City hotel room three years ago 
and saw what he believed to be the ghost of a little girl? 

Exactly what most people would do in that situation. 

“I screamed like a baby and turned the lights on,” recalled 
Wan, sitting alongside “Saw” and “Insidious” actor and 
screenwriter Leigh Whannell at their downtown Chicago 
hotelTuesday “I’m such a [bleep].” 

Wan and Whannell have been known to re-create ghost 
stories they’ve heard from friends and family in their movies 
(Whannell said the “Insidious” scene involving a ghost pac- 
ing back and forth outside a window was described to him 
by a friend), but they’ve never used Wan’s alleged New York 
City encounter on film. 

“It’s the traditional wake up and see a ghost standing 
there’ story” Wan, who prides himself on doing what hasn’t 


already been done in horror films, said about the encounter. 
That’s why he and Whannell were quick to point out the dif- 
ferences between their new movie, which hits theaters April 
i, and the popular “Paranormal Activity” films, which share 
the same producers. 

“The only similarity is that it involves a ghost in the 
house,” Whannell said. “[‘Insidious’} starts as a haunted 
house film and turns into something else.” 

In the film, a young couple and their three children— one 
of whom appears to be in a coma— are terrorized by ghosts 
and a Darth Maul-looking demon. 

“The second part of the movie has an element we haven’t 
really seen in horror movies before,” Wan said. “The haunted 
house genre has been done to death. If you can’t bring some- 
thing new to it, why do it?”
